The inventions of claims 1-9 are not described in any of the documents cited in the ISR and 
appear to possess novelty. In particular, in the identification processing unit, combining 
multiple detection signals obtained by receiving at light receiving sensing elements at 
substantially the same time light that has been produced from an object when lights of 
multiple wavelength bands are irradiated onto the object by an illumination unit, then 
identifying the object by comparing and correlating the combined data with reference data 
that has been set in advance is not described in any of the documents.
